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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons 
under  40  years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral 
(Sabin)  type  vaccine  which  is  easier  to  administer,  especially  to 
children.  It  is  important  to  ensure  that  the  highest  possible 
acceptance  rate,  especially  among  young  children,  is  maintained.

Diphtheria.  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen,  which  contains 
antigens  of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  reduces 
the  number  of  injections  necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when 
the  infant  is  about  three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined 
in  a single  vaccine,  produce  a greater  protection  to  each  disease 
than  they  would  if  given  separately.

Seventy-eight  samples  were  taken  from  the  Mains  and  from  the 
Reservoircf  the  Cholderton  Water  Company  and  all  but  five  of  these 
samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Cholderton  Water  Company  installed  a new  chlorination 
plant  during  the  year  with  a consequential  improvement  in  the 
purity  of  the  water  supply.  Much  discussion  took  plc.ce  about  the 
poor  water  pressure  at  Shipton  Bellinger  but  no  complaints  were 
received  by  the  Public  Health  Department  from  any  householders. 
Investigations  showed  that  the  pressure  in  the  main  was  sufficient 
for  domestic  purposes.  In  many  cases  more  than  one  property  was 
connected  to  the  main  with  an  inadequate  common  service  pipe 
resulting  in  poor  pressure.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  due  to  polluted  storage 
tanks  or  farm  reservoirs.  The  owners  of  the  supplies  were  advised 
of  cleansing  measures  and  in  all  cases  the  samples  taken  after  the 
remedial  work  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Due  to  the  exceptional  dry  weather  a number  of  wells  ran  dry. 
Where  necessary  assistance  was  given  by  the  provision  of  drinking 
water  through  the  Southampton  Corporation  Water  Department. 

Main  extensions  were  approved  in  four  areas  and  the  work  of 
extending  the  main  water  supply  has  commenced  in  all  these  areas.

Notifications  were  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  of  six  cases  of  Salmonella  in  calves.  Investigations 
were  carried  out  and  it  was  found  that  in  one  instance  there  were  six 
persons  affected|  one  of  these  worked  in  a food  shop.  The  necessary 
action  was  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection  to  the  general 
public.

Work  in  respect  of  42  dwellings  was  completed. 

The  amount  of  Grants  approved  was  approximately  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year.  In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  Circular  requesting 
Local  authorities  to  restrict  Grants,  the  Council  resolved  to  review 
their  policy  and  as  a result  several  grants  were  refused  when  the 
Rateable  Value  exceeded  £200  or  the  property  was  being'  improved  as  a 
speculation. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ^,CT.  1963 


All  registered  premises  covered  by  this  Act  were  inspected 
during  1?73|  in  addition  a detailed  survey  was  conducted  ever  part 
of  the  district  during  this  time.  Generally  the  premises  were  found 
to  be  of  a reasonable  standard  although  a number  of  contraventions 
were  found  relating  to  safetyj  this  has  occurred  even  in  the  smallest 
of  premises.  A number  of  cases  of  poor  lighting  still  continue 
although  most  of  these  were  rectified  with  the  installation  of 
flourescent  type  lighting.  It  appears  that  the  new  Safety  at  VJorlc 
Bill  will  now  provide  the  Department  with  greater  responsibilities 
in  this  field. 


PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACTS 


All  petroleum  storage  sites  were  visited  during  the  year  and 
the  various  minor  faults  were  rectified.  The  Department  has  initiated 
a system  whereby  the  older  installations  are  to  be  tested  because  they 
have  exceeded  the  ’20  year  safe  life1.  This  necessitated  'Ullage1 
tests  on  many  of  the  existing  installations  and  several  have  required 
remedial  works  before  passing  the  test. 

Two  additional  installations  were  licensed  bringing  the  total 
gallonage  stored  up  to  145,420  gallons | with  two  further  installations 
having  been  approved  for  the  forthcoming  ye  an*. 

The  Department  will  cease  to  be  responsible  for  the  Petroleum 
Acts  as  from  the  1st  April,  1974,  when  the  Fire  Department  of  the 
Hampshire  County  Council  will  take  over  this  administration. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Few  problems  occurred  during  the  year.  The  number  of  complaints 
fell  over  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  but  with  the  early 
cold  snaps,  complaints  about  rats  started  increasing  about  one  month 
earlier  than  usual,  and  showed  no  signs  of  abating  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  With  the  continuing  bad  weather,  this  winter  could  well  be  the 
worst  for  rat  infestations  since  1970. 

Mice  complaints  and  treatments  fell  by  one  third  and  this  is 
the  first  recorded  fall  in  mice  treatments  for  the  past  five  years.

Insect  Fests  and  Verminous  Premises 

The  incidence  of  cluster  fly  infestations  and  wasps  nests 
has  remained  at  a high  level;  fortunately,  this  presents  no  real 
problem  in  respect  of  treatment  and  nearly  all  cases  ajre  dealt 
with  successfully.  The  number  of  cases  of  fleas,  treated  by  this 
Department,  is  suprisingly  steady  in  the  rural  area.  The  expected 
decline  with  rising  modern  standards  does  not  appear  to  bo  occurring. 
The  notified  cases  were  all  treated  successfully  and  there  have  been 
very  few  recurrences.

No  new  applications  were  received  for  Registration  under  this 
Act.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  main  causes  for  condemnation  have  still  been  due  to 
Fasciola  Hepatica  (Liver  Flulce)  in  cattle  and  sheep  and  Ascaris 
Lumbricoides  (Millc  Spot)  in  pigs. 

Extensive  improvements  to  the  Slaughterhouse  were  commenced 
during  the  year,  which  included  a complete  new  drainage  system 
with  provision  to  connect  to  the  main  sewer  -when  available;  the 
separation  of  the  pig  dressing  line  from  the  other  part  of  the 
slaughterhouse;  a new  dressing  line  for  beef  with  bleeding  rail 
and  automatic  hid  stripper  and  a large  beef  refrigerator.  With 
the  closure  of  the  Andover  Borough  Slaughterhouse  at  the  end  of 
the  year  and  the  negotiation  of  another  large  contract,  there  was 
a considerable  increase  in  the  daily  kill.  Arrangements  were  made 
with  the  Borough  Council  for  the  Meat  Inspector  employed  by  them 
to  be  transferred  to  Apples haw.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Work  commenced  on  the  Western  Parishes  Drainage  Scheme  on 
1st  June,  1973,  end  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  This  is  a 
two  year  contract  and,  when  completed,  will  drain  the  villages 
of  Goodworth  Clatford,  Monxton,  Amport,  Grateley,  Thruxton,  Fyfield, 
Kimpton,  Weyhill,  Penton  Grafton  and  Penton  Mewsey,  and  Appleshaw 
into  the  Treatment  Works  of  the  Andover  Borough.  It  will  also  make 
the  Treatment  Works  at  Cattle  Lane,  Abbotts  Ann,  obsolete  and  the 
villages  of  Upper  Clatford,  Abbotts  Ann,  and  RAF  Andover,  now  being 
treated  at  these  works,  will  also  be  pumped  into  the  Borough  sewers. 

A scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  drainage  of  Upton,  Vernham 
Dean  and  Vernham  Street.  This  will  discharge  into  the  Bourne  Valley 
Scheme  and  be  treated  at  the  Barton  Stacey  Treatment  Plant.  An 
extension  to  these  works  is  also  being  prepared.  The  scheme  should 
be  ready  to  submit  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  April, 

1974. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  continued  throughout 
the  year.  Domestic  refuse  from  the  district  and  the  Andover  Borough 
Council  was  deposited  on  the  tip  at  West  Down,  Chilbolton.  It  is 
envisaged  that  the  tip  will  be  full  and  tipping  will  cease  in  April, 
1974*  The  disposal  of  sewage  sludge  ceased  during  the  year  and  is 
now  disposed  of  at  the  Andover  Borough  Council^  Sewage  Treatment 
Plant. 

The  cesspool  and  septic  tank  emptying  service  continued  to 
operate  and  1,384  pits  were  emptied  as  compared  with  1,069  is  1972.
